Enforcement May Apply Provisions 


Obtained to Kill Illegitimate Busi- 
ness Likely to Become Boomerang—

ternal Revenue office in — This law, 
which was passed by C in March, 
levies an extra tax on firms doing a bucket 
shop business and requires such firms to 
make a declaration of their class of trade. 
Instructions as to the enforcement of this 
act have been received at the Revenue office 
from Washington, and the wording is con- 
strued by some brokers to mean that the 
federal officers can tax the legitimate brok- 
ers as well as the bucket-shoppers. 
According to this view of the matter the 
Board of Trade officials who brought about 
the passage of the bucket shop legislation 
have beaten themselves at their own game. 
The part of the instructions to which this 


“must pay a special tax of $50 in addition 
to the special of $50 which he is required 
to pay as a 
the Stock Exchange, notwithstanding the 
fact that he is not conducting what is com- 
monly known as a bucket shop, but is carry- 
ing on these transactions incidentally to his 
regular business as a legitimate broker.“ 

In the same instructions a bucket shop 
business is defined as that speculation in the 
quotations of grain, provisions, and other 
products or stocks in which an actual de- 
livery to the purchaser is not contemplated. 
If the revenue officers can prove that any 


sale without contemplating delivery they 
will be empowered to proceed against him as 
against a recognized bucket shop. 

In this connection a broker who has been 
a member of the board for thirty-three years, 
but wished his name withheld, said: 

Ot course, the federal officers know that 
most members of the board come under this 
provision and are subject to the same tax 
as the bucket shops. The board might as 
well lay aside its hypocritical stand. Part 
of the business is legitimate and part il- 
legitimate.

Hartigan, and C. W. Townsend and Scoit 
Hamilton, who acted as clerks at the primary 
election, have been summoned to appear be- 


According to the statement made by Mr. 
Bard, the sanctity of his ballot was destroyed 
by Mr. Hartigan on March 1, 1901, in the 
Seventh Precinct of the Seventh Ward, in 
which John R. Thompson was the most prom- 
inent candidate for Mayor on account of his 
residence in that ward. The affidavit states 
that Hartigan noted the number on Bard's 
ballot, and that during the count Hartigan 
took pains to select this ballot for personal 
examination.

ney of Mercer County was named as head of 
the Railroad and Warehouse commission. - 


Arouses a Storm of Protest. ; 
The appointment of Bidwill to the charge 
of the Chicago grain inspection office aroused 
at once a storm of protest and indignation 
among the leaders of the grain trade here. 
General dissent had been expressed to the 
Governor when it was learned that he 
thought of placing the old Ninth Ward Alder- 


man in charge of the commission. 


No thought was given to the possibility that 
a sudden move would transfer him to the 
head of the grain office, and no requests were 
made on the Governor that he keep Bidwill 
out of that office.

Investigation of the alleged maltreatment 
of patients and general mismanagement at 
the County Hospital was begun yesterday 


afternoon by the special committee of thir- | 


teen appointed to conduct this inquiry. Wit- 


nesses were examined relative to the case 


of H. W. Boulton, and the charges entered 
by Mizpah lodge of Masons that he was the 
victim of cruelty while a patient at the insti- 
tution from Feb. 26 to March 24, this year. 
Little evidence of a serious nature was 
secured, however, and the small army of 
witnessés expected failed to appear. Be- 
cause of this fact the committee will hold no 
further sessions until 10 o'clock tomorrow 
morning, when any and all persons who have 
information as to the conduct of the hospital 
are asked to appear at the rooms of 
County board. 2 
Every citizen who has knowledge of any 
faults at the hospital should make them 
known,” said George E. Cole of the com- 
mittee. ‘“‘ We want to give a chance to those 
complainants who have been trying their 
ases in the public press to come forward 


and make statements or forever hold their 


Mr. Boulton, it was reported, was removed 
to the Englewood Union Hospital during the 
day, but statements were made to the com- 
mittee by Mrs. Boulton and by James E. Bur- 
ton and Allen Middleton of Mizpah lodge. 


Will Protect All Witnesses. 


Mr. Burton presented a bundle of letters 
from other complainants, ‘As to one of 
these communications,“ he said. I will turn 
it over on the guarantee from this committee 
that the person involved, who is now a pa- 
tient at the hospital, shall be kept from harm 
and promised a bed and food if this statement 
results in her being ordered out of the County 
Hospital.” 

County Commissioners Flanagan and Wal- 
ker immediately promised that the County. 
board would care for the patient, and Mr. 
Cole had passed a resolution promising all 
witnesses who might be similarly situated 
protection from any possible retaliatory 
. raga on the part of the hospital authori- 

tles. | 

The letter was then read, the name being 
held back, and the witness only asserted that 
she “could give and swear to damaging 
evidence as to cruelty to patients at the 
hospital.“ 

Mr. Burton then entered into a detailed 
statement as to the Boulton case. Mr. 
Boulton made no complaint to me,” he said, 
except just before leaving the hospital, that 
he had been cold. He told me that he had 
been compelled to sit up twelve hours a day 
for three days, as his bed had been taken 
away from him. He said nothing of abuses 

of other patients.” 


Says Boulton Was Unable to Dress. 


| Mrs, Boulton was then called. My hus- 
‘band was not able to put on his clothes when. 


he left the hospital,” said she. A patient 
of the name of Kelly aided him to dress. He 
was hardly able to walk. He told me that 
Dre. Stone and Stilling had ordered him to 
leave the hospital, asserting that they needed 
his bed for other patients. Dr. Hovey, he 
said, told him he would have to ledve. He 
said that he had no clothes at the hospital. 
The doctor then replied: ‘ Well, that’s noth- 
ing to us.’ One of the nurses interceded for 
him when the doctors first told him to go, or 
they would have turned him out before they 
did. He complained only against the doc- 
tors and the general management. He was

BOILERS LOOSE ON A SHIP;

‘Sailors Crushed Under Heavy Tubes 


Which Roll Around the Deck—Wood- 
work Demolished, Bip

The bark S. C. Allen from Honolulu, which 
arrived today, brings a story of a fight be- 
tween the crew and three heavy boilers, 
which took possession of the deck during a 
greatstorm.

LONDON, April 17.—John Kensit, the 
noted anti-ritualist, was attacked today by 
a man and a woman as he was coming from 
the church of Mary le Bon at Cheapside, at 
which the Court of Arches was in session 


to confirm the nomination of the Rt.-Rev. 


A. F. W. Ingram as Bishop of London. 

There was a tremendous crowd outside 
the church. When Mr. Kensit appeared a 
well dressed man knocked off his hat and 
an enraged woman attacked him with an 
umbrella. The police, who were present in 
large numbers, were unable to control the 
crowd. 

Several constables siezed Mr. Kensit and 
his wife and half carried and literally 
dragged them both through Cheapside to 


Paternoster Row. An excited. crowd fol- 


lowed them, hooting and indulging in cat- 
calls and cheers. When the Bishop came out 
of the church there was great cheering. 

When Mr. Kensit arrived at his shop he 
started to address the people, but the police 
stopped him. 


Riotous Scenes in Church. 

The scenes in the church where the court 
was held bordered on the riotous. The edi- 
fice was packed with excited people, and 
John Kensit made a speech in protest 
against the confirmation of Ingram as 


Bishop of London, which caused an extraor- 


dinary uproar, and he was greeted with 
cheers, hisses, and shouts of order,“ 
“shame,” no popery,’’ etc. 

Mr. Kensit, in the course of his remarks, 
accused Dr. Ingram of being unfaithful to 
all his promises when he was consecrated 
Bishop of Stepney, adding, that he had 
helped law-breakers, had encouraged cler- 
gymen who, in defiance of the rubrics, ele- 
vat¢d the Host, offered masses, and prac- 
ticed the confession, ete. He concluded with 
saying that he was prepared to appear in the 


courts and prove that Dr. Ingram was an un- 
fit person to hold the position of a bishop of 


the Protestant Church, owing to his encour- 
agement of these illegal Romish practices. 


Tries to Clear the Building. 

The friends and opponents of Mr. Kensit 
became so uproarious that the Vicar General 
tried to clear the church. Dr. Ingram ap- 
pealed to his friends to listen quietly. 

The Rev. R. C. Fillingham, Vicar of Hox- 
ton, also objected to the confirmation’ on the 
ground that the Rev. Mr. Ingram had taken 
part in the services in heathen temples, nota-

It is worn by the Pope and 
sent by him to patriarchs, primates, Arch- 
bishops, and sometimes, though rarely, to 
Bishops as a token that they possess the

Talks of Her Discovery. ; 


Her story of how she came to interest her- 
self in the matter is interesting. Mrs. Ferson 
is a graduate of Vassar, and prior to coming 
to Chicago resided at Council Bluffs, Ia. 

“My attention was first directed to the 
subject last July.“ she said, when I read 
cf the purpose of the government to experi- 
ment with an emergency ration. I scarcely 
know what put the suggestion in my head, 
but it suddenly occurred to me one day why 
not use the old standard army ration, pork 
and beans, and immediately I became inter- 
ested in the matter.

rst time in history have passed the half bill- 
ion dollar mark. The exact total given in the 


United States Treasury report of yesterday 
was $500,278,506, of which $252,078,950 was 


held against certificates in the hands of the 
outside public and $150,000,000 as a reserve 


against outstanding United States notes, the 
balance having free assets. 
‘This is the largest amount of gold now 


held by any single financial institution in 
the world, and it is the largest ever held by 
any Institution with one exception—the Im- 
| perial Bank of Russia, which in February, 
1898, raised its total holdings to $500,300,000, 
At present. however, the Russian bank holds 


only $371,500,000. 

The Bank of France now holds $472,271,000. 
its high record being $479,244,000 on the 4th 
of this month. Most of this gold is heid 
against outstanding notes. The Bank of 


„England holds $160,100,000 and the high rec- 


ord of its history was $245,500,000, in Febru- 

ary, 1896. Present gold holdings of the Im- 

perial Bank of Germany are $130,000,000, and 
its total of gold and silver combined never 

ran above $222,500,000. 

The United States Treasury's gross gold 
holdings have increased $76,480,000 within 
the last twelve months. In April of 1890 they 
barely exceeded $278,000,000, as against the 
$500,000,000 now held, On Feb. 10, 1806, uae 
reached thé low level of $04,239,542. 


This immense amount of money in the 
Treasury is causing Secretary Gage to buy 
government bonds as fast as he can get them.

Northern Bricklayers Refuse | 


to Work Beside Negroes 
at Jackson, Miss. 


Residents There Wonder at Ac- 
tion and Chicago Union 


NOT THE CUSTOM 


Bricklayers from Chicago and other north- 
ern cities have tied up building operations 
on the new Statehouse at Jackson, Miss., 
by striking because of the presence of negro 
bricklayers on the work. Advices of the 
trouble were received by Chicago labor lead- 
ers yesterday. Wells & Wells are. the con- 
tractors for the building. 

There were but two negroes on the job, 
and they are said to be non-union men, 
while the northern men are union, but the 
trouble is due not so much to union ideas 
as to the color Une. The northern men de- 
manded the negroes be discharged, and when 
the foreman refused to let them go the white 
men quit work: 

The incident created no little comment in 
Jackson, where it came as a new experience, 
and the sympathy of the community is said 
to be with the negroes. White mechanics 
always work with negroes there as well as 
elsewhere throughout thé south, it is said. 

The bricklayers who quit work at Jackson 
declare the negroes will have to be dis- 
charged before the work on the building can 
be carried on with any adequate foroe. In- 
asmuch as there is a scarcity of laborers ow- 
ing to the large amount of building going on 
it is thought the contractors may be forced

to comply with the demands and send away 


the colored men. 

Chicago labor leaders are at a. logs to un- 
derstand why the bricklayers should have 
based their refusal to work on the color line, 
as the bricklayers’ union s not draw. 
the line against the admission of negroes. 
They call attention to the fact that at the 
last annual convention of the International 
Bricklayers and Stonemasons union held at 
Milwaukee there were two colored delegates 
present. There are many negroes in the Hod- 


| carriers and Building Laborers’ union, and 


the secretary of the local Granite Cutters’ 
union is a colored man named Foster, who 
is working on the Postoffice Building. The 
American Federation; of Labor prohibits 
unions affillated with it from drawing the 
color line, and less than a year ago the Chi- 
cago Federation of Labor went on record as 
appealing to the negroes to join unions. 
There is less and less of a disposition to 
draw the color line in unions in the North, and 
the action of the bricklayers at Jackson will 
cause a lively discussion in labor circles.

IR WALTER BESANT has chosen 
many features of London and dis- 
coursed at length upon them to the 
pleasure and profit of his readers, but 
none of his books has been so full of 
as his East London” (The Cen- 
tary company). And it is an interest that 
wholly within present conditions, for 
London has no history. Twenty years 
ago it did not exist, and the district that 
now swarms with 2,000,000 people was an 
of woods, meadows, and arabic 
pasture—land dotted with villages. Yet with 
all these people it is not a city by organiza- 
ion, and until 1900 had no center, no repre- 
sentative body, no Mayor, no Aldermen, no 
council, no wards. Therefore, it had no 
public buildings, no vestry or town halis of 
: lig Own, no cathedral, no high or public 
ooo, no college or university; it has now 
7 no newspapers except the smaller and local 
7 kind, no monthly magazine, no weekly jour- 
; nal, no comic paper. But what is strangest 
of all ig that in this city of 2,000,000 people 
there is not a hotel or a book shop. There 
are small coffee-rooms; where the working. 
men may get their dinners, and some of the 
shops boast aj row of dusty, second-hand 
books, but in East London there is no de 
mand for anything more. Another point the 
guthor notes thus: Such is the wisdom of 
our War office that the people of East Lon- 
don, ting a twentieth part of the 
tion of the whole country, have no 
soldiers quartered on them; that they neve: 
see the pomp of war; that they never have 
their blood fired with the martial music and 
tne sight of men marching in order; and that 
in their schools they are never taught the 
plain duties of patriotism and the honor of 
fighting for the country. In the same spirit 
of wisdom their country’s flag, the Union

German Crown Prince and Archduchess 
Elizabeth, and numbers of European and 
American papers have made the mistake of 

asserting that there was a precedent for a 

union of this kind in the marriage of King 

Frederick William IV. of Prussia, whose 

wife is alleged to have been an Austrian 

Archduchess. She was, however, nothing 
of the kind, but a Princess of the reigning 
house of Bavaria, who relinquished the Cath- 
olic faith in order to become Queen of Prus- 
sia. Until now there has been no matri- 
monial alliance between the reigning houses 
of Hohenzollern and of Hapsburg, and I 
doubt whether so fervent a Catholic as Em- 
peror Francis Joseph would be willing, even 
for the political advantages offered by the 
match, to induce his favorite grandchild and 
ward to abjure Roman Catholicism for the 
sake of becoming German Empress. Indeed, 
it may be questioned whether a conversion 
of this kind would sot draw down upon the 
future Empress of Germany the ill-will of 
the immense and influential Roman Catholic 
population in the various parts of the Ger- 
man empire. ;

WORK OF CHILD AID SOCIETY. 


Superintendent Hart Reports That Dur- 
ing the Year Four Hundred Homes 
Were Found. 


At a meeting of the Children’s Home and 
Aid society, Superintendent H. H. Hart yes- 
terday reported that during the year the 
society found homes for 400 children. Of 
these about 100 came from Cook County, 
Two hundred childrem were paroled to the 
care of the society by the juvenile court.
